New York, Oct. 15.—Our monthly 


blast furnace statistics which repre- 
sent conditions prevailing October 1, 
says the Iron Age, deal with affairs 
as e Isting before the measures to 
res* ict pig iron production were put 
In effect. 
They must therefore, not 


be taken as indicating the 
present 


state of the pig iron industry. The 
figures show that the production of 
coke and anthracite pig iron in month 
September was 1,556.717 gross tons, 
as compared with 1.711.12(5 tons in 
August.
